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Lest We Forget 


F there is one way to prove the 
| score of a magazine’s circulation 

it is to tromp on the toes of some- 
one who lives far away. As certain 
as tomorrow’s sunrise a letter will 
come to the editor from someone a 
month’s journey away and the editor 
will wish he could lay hands on the 
fellow who got him into the mess. 
A few weeks ago I had the misfor- 
tune to make the written remark that 
it was impossible to detect reprints 
from original Transvaal stamps. Ba- 
con said that in his book on reprints 
and I had never troubled to disprove 
the statement. I wish I had. A gen- 
tleman in good old England who 
HAS made a study of Transvaal 
stamps told me more about this sub- 
ject in a few typed pages than Broth- 
er Bacon ever knew. But how was 
| to know that Linn’s magazine went 
to Europe? 

I didn’t know that it went to Aus- 
tralia, either, when I wrote about the 
Anzac stamps for the July 20 issue. 
[ quote a few lines from a letter just 
received from H. Hilditch of Ade- 
laide, South Australia, regarding the 
reference to the jubilee issue. 

“Your correspondent dismisses the 
Australian jubilee stamp with the 
remark, ‘an excellent picture of a 
horse’. It may interest your readers 
to know that on this stamp King 
George is pictured on his horse ‘An- 
zac’ which was a gift to his majesty 
trom the people of Australia. If 
your correspondent is fortunate 
enough to have a full set of the sil- 
ver jubilee stamps he will find the 
Australian issue a break in the mo- 
notony of design adopted by many 
parts of the empire”. I consider my- 
self spanked and since Mr. Hilditch 
also refers to the Anzac stamps and 
believes that a further explanation 
of the reason for this commemorative 
issue is due the collecting public I 
gladly comply. 

_A month ago I received a letter 
from an Anzac who took part in 
the landing at Gallipoli, twenty

years ago. His vivid description of 
that early episode of the world war 
is ample background for the stamps. 

“The landing at Anzac took place 
at or about dawn on April 25, 1915. 
The troops for landing were the Ist 
Australian infantry division and the 
New Zealand and Australian divi- 
sion, the 2nd New Zealand Brigade 
with the 4th Australian infantry bri- 


3rd. Australian infantry—the 10th 
and 11th battalions. South Australia 
was represented by the 10th and 
West Australia by the llth. The 
name ‘Anzac’, used to refer to these 
soldiers, is derived from ‘Australian 
and New Zealand Army Corps’. 
“The troops were escorted from 
Mudros by H. M. S. Queen Eliza- 
beth and several of the ‘big feller’

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from the Turkish peninsula, the 
troops were split up for easier trans- 
port to the shore for it was to be a 
surprise attack under cover of dark- 
ness. The whole gang arrived fac- 
ing the peninsula about 3:30 a. m. 
and were then put into tow boats and 
destroyers. The tow boats were at- 
tached to small steamboats. The or- 
der was given. And off they went 
—a coxswain and four seamen to 
each tow boat. The steamboats took 
them in as far as possible, cast off, 
and the rest of the distance was cov- 
ered by the seamen rowing. It was 
as dark as a coal bunker and terribly 
quiet and one cannot explain the 
peculiar feeling every man had at 
that time. Everything was so differ- 
ent from the training gone through 
for months before. You could sense 
that this was ‘dinkum’ (the real 
thing). 

“In the growing light you could 
just discern a black bulk coming near- 
er. Gallipoli! Suddenly the dark- 
ness was broken by the flame and 
sparks from one of the steamboats 
and everyone silently cursed. Then 
someone spotted a figure outlined 
against the sky on the top of the hill 
in front and sang out. Next minute 
a rifle went off and a bullet whizzed 
into the water, then several more 
until the whole hill seemed to be 
shedding fire. 

“It was a great relief after sneak- 
ing all the way with your breath 
almost cut off and then to know you 
had been spotted and you could do 
what the devil you liked—curse or 
cry—it didn’t matter. The next min- 
ute some of the boats grounded, some 
on the beach, some not quite, and the 
mob had to hop overboard. 

“It is no joke to hop out of a 
boat with full kit into water you can 
just see but don’t know how deep. 
Apart from necessities in your pack 
and haversack, you had about 300 
rounds of ammunition, two sand bags 
around your entrenching tool, 48- 
hours rations and your rifle. The 
majority got through all right but 
several were drowned. One poor 
blighter got hung up on the row- 
locks by his equipment for quite a 
while. 

“As soon as the crowd got ashore 
they scooted across the beach and if 
there were any officers the soldiers 
were collected and the climb began. 
The bayonet only was to be used, but 
five rounds were placed in the rifle 
magazines with cut off and safety 





catch over because, in the excitement, 
it would be quite possible to shoot 
some of your mates ahead. This or- 
der was not obeyed because it is well 
known that some good lads died who 
had been shot from behind. 

“Tt was a new game to all the boys 
and although they made some ‘bloom- 
ers’ (mistakes) at first they soon 
learned their lesson as there is no 
doubt the peninsula was a first class 
school. Jacko the Turk knew the 
game from A to Z and then some and 
if you made a mistake — well, few 
came back after the war who made 
mistakes. The Turks were putting 
up a pretty strong opposition as the 
boys arrived over the hill in groups 
and if you had time to take notice 
you would have reckoned you were 
back in Cairo and the boys were chas- 
ing Gyppos. 

“All you could hear was ‘Imsni 
(get out) you b—’, and so on. They 
jabbed their bayonets at anything and 
everything that showed up. The type 
and lay of the country had been ob- 
tained and all sorts of information 
given during the training at Lemnos, 
but it was a different matter on the 
spot and fighting for your life at the 
same time. The place certainly was 
not recognizable this particular morn- 
ing for the reason the landing was 
not effected at the right spot. It was 
a pretty pickle but still we were on 
the peninsula and that was the main 
thing. The landing of the rest of 
the troops was carried out during the 
day and it was a tough job. The 
Turks had plenty of artillery in good 
positions, they made good use of it 
and the landing parties had a rough 
spin. 

“All the same, there were 13,000 
men ashore in twelve hours after the 
first landing force, but only one bat- 
tery of guns and an Indian mountain 
battery. Consequently the boys had 
no artillery support. 

“Throughout the day the battle 
raged along the front and as the 
troops arrived ashore they went 
straight into it. The behavior of new 
troops under fire for the first time 
was truly marvelous. It would be 
too much to give details of events 
that happened that first day, or even 
the first week, but it was constant 
work for everyone till proper order 
was restored and proper positions ta- 
ken up, trenches dug and machine gun 
positions made. ‘The fighting went 
on all the time. The presumed casu- 
alties for the first day, at a low esti- 








mate, was 2,000.” 

My correspondent told only of the 
first day of that long effort to push 
the Turks back from the Dardenelles 
and open the way to the Black Sea. 
The whole campaign was unsuccess- 
ful and in December, after eight 
months of fighting and at terrific cost 
in manpower, the allied troops were 
withdrawn. <A short distance from 
the point where the Anzacs landed is 
a spot called Suvla Bay where a Ca- 
nadian force went ashore. This war 
episode, too, has been commemorated 
in Newfoundland postage, one of the 
Newfoundland caribou stamps of 
1918 being so inscribed.

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Obsolete State Seal

Someone in Washington made a 
nice mess of the beautiful new Michi- 
gan Stamp when they picked the copy 
of the State seal from which the 
stamp was copied. 

Alden W. Squires, M. D., of the 
University Hospital at Ann Arbor, 
Mich., sends a clipping from 
Detroit Free Press which claims the 
seal shown on the stamp is not a copy 
of the present state seal of Michigan, 
but an obsolete seal. 

The difference was discovered by 
Senator Robert E. Walter of High- 
land Park, who sponsored the law 
of 1911 which defines the Michigan 
seal and prohibits its use for advertis- 
ing purposes. Senator Walter claims 
that Farley’s seal is very like a seal 
that was current in 1894 but which 
later became illegal. 

Walter pointed out that on the 
shield in the center of the

sitting on a standard on the stamp. 

So—despite the fact the Farley 
stamps bear the words “‘State Seal of 
Michigan” —it seems they do not dis- 
play the real Seal of Michigan at all. 

It is interesting to compare the 
stamp with the seal as used on the 
envelopes supplied by the publishers 
of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News for 
first-day cover collectors. 

The illustration of this seal is 
printed herewith and it is found that 
it more nearly tallies with the de- 
scription of the authentic seal, altho 
there are some differences even in 
this instance. 

Besides the points of differences 
already pointed out, there are many 
other noticeable differences which any 
stamp collector would readily detect. 

The illustration here shows the 
Moose and Elk with tails up while 
Farley has them with tails down. 





stamp there is a picture of a peninsula | 


of land extending from the right, on 
which is a tent and a flag-pole. On 
the official seal the peninsula extends 
from the left, there is a man standing 
on the land, and there is no tent or 
flag pole. 

In both designs an elk stands to the 
right of the shield, a moose to the left, 
and there is an eagle above. The 
horns of the animals bend forward 
in the official seal, backward on the 
Farley stamp. The eagle is flying in

From Edgard Pierard, Montigny- 
le-Tilleul, Belgium, comes a first day 
cover with the beautiful new Mourn- 
ing Stamp issued in memorium to the 
late Queen Astrid of Belgium. 

The stamp is about the size of our 
late Boulder Dam stamp, printed in 
black with the conventional black 
border which has become so popular 





on the various stamps of this type that 
ihave been issued in the past vear. 

The stamp itself is beautiful, prin- 
icipally because the late queen was a 
'very handsome woman, and any de- 
signer could make a beautiful stamp 
with such a subject to work with. 

Mr. Pierard encloses a card on 
which he states the Official Date of 
first day issue is October 31st, 1935.

ment required its removal from the 
press to be discarded. It is under- 
stood that only one roll of stamps had 
been printed, and that this roll was 
ultimately destroyed, no delivery 
being made from stamps of the above 
number. Such precaution on the part 
of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing should receive high com- 
mendation, it will eliminate all 
danger of the few copies of that plate 
numbers ever being concentrated in 
the hands of a lucky few. So far as 
known, the sixth plate of the Michi- 
gan group was never sent to press, 
with the likelihood that it never will 
be unless something happened to an- 
other of the plates. Accidents to the 
plates from which stamps are printed 
occur at such rare intervals that it is 
not likely we shall have another very 
soon.

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
Christ on the Stamps 
Harry M. Savacool 


CHAPTER IV 


in the 19th century. His first appearances there- 

on are rather disappointing. Instead of one of 
the great conceptions of Christ as a man and teacher 
we are met first by a rather fanciful conception. The 
St. Anthony of Padua issue of Portugal and Azores ot 
1895 bears on the 2'%r black (No. 124+) a conception 
of St. Anthony’s Vision of Christ as a little child bare- 
ly out of infancy. St. Anthony on his knees is gazing 
up in reverence at the child Christ in the extreme 
upper left of the design. 

Strange as it may seem there are far more pictures 
of Christ as an infant or child than as an adult on 
the stamps of the world. As noted in the previous 
chapter most of the Madonna stamps have also the 
picture of the Son. 

Central Lithuania in 1921 issued a 5m stamp (No. 
39) bearing as its central design the coat-of-arms of 
the country. ‘This coat-of-arms includes a picture of 
St. Christopher fording a river bearing the infant 
Jesus on his shoulders. ‘This is based upon a very in- 
teresting religious legend. ‘The legend tells us that 
St. Christopher was a pagan Syrian of gigantic build. 
He was converted from paganism by a hermit. He was 
desirous of giving his life to Christian service but 
lacked any outstanding mental or spiritual gifts. He 
finally decided to put his great strength and size to 
service by carrying people over a bridgeless river. One 
day a little child wanted to cross. Christopher carried 
him over but was almost crushed by his extraordinary 
weight. He found fault, saying, ““Had I borne the 
whole world on my back it could not have weighed 
heavier than thou.” The child replied, “Marvel not, 
for thou hast borne upon thy back the world and Him 
who created it.” From this legend, which we see 
pictured on the Central Lithuanian stamp, came the 
custom of regarding St. Christopher as the patron saint 
of ferrymen. 

The Holy Family was first pictured on a stamp by 
Roumania on a 10b value in 1921 and a 25b value, 
with the same design, in 1924 (No. 586, 587). This 
design is unique in being the only representation of 
Joseph, Mary and Jesus on one stamp. The picture 
in itself is a very good representation of the Holy 
Family as they were in actual life. Mlary as the cen- 
tral figure is a very fitting and beautiful conception of 
the Virgin. Joseph, in a very lifelike pose, on her 
right, is a typical Syrian peasant, bearded, in working 
clothes, and past middle age. Jesus is pictured as a 
boy of six or seven in the dress of a peasant boy, ex- 
tending his arms upward to his mother to be taken 
into her embrace. The Roumanian people may well 
be proud of this reserved but beautiful and fitting trib- 
ute to the Holy Family. 

The Netherlands in 1930 issued a set of their 
peculiar futuristic-art-type of special postals with the 
child Jesus as the central figure. Very appropriately 


C HRIST made his appearance on the stamps late 


they were issued tor the benefit of Child Welfare 
Societies. (No. 496-499). To one used to the con- 
ventional and traditional in art these designs seem 
peculiar and crude but while hardly beautiful they are 
good representations of futuristic art and are rich in 
the simplicity of their symbolism. The 1c value, 
printed in light red, shows Jesus as an infant of perhaps 
ten or twelve months seated in the palm of a gigantic 
hand with his hands outstretched to grasp a planet, 
perhaps intended to represent the earth. The 5c value 
in gray green shows Jesus as a child of perhaps five 
or six years running beside a very unnatural looking 
lamb. In the upper left is a part of a sphere, perhaps 
again the earth. The lamb is used because of its prom- 
inence in Christian symbolism. The 6c value in 
claret shows the boy Jesus on the shoulders of St. 
Christopher as they forded the river—a reference to 
the same tradition as the Central Lithuanian stamp of 
1921. The 12'%c value in light ultramarine shows 
the infant Jesus evidently in the manger for we see 
above him the futuristic artist’s conception of the heads 
of two asses, or it may be horses, or what-not. Place 
these stamps in your album as a constant reminder of 
what we are in for if and when futuristic artists reign 
supreme. 

In 1931 Italy and Portugal both issued sets of 
stamps in honor of the seven hundredth anniversary 
of St. Anthony of Padua. On the 214L and 5L values 
of Italy and the 75c value of Portugal St. Anthony 
is portrayed bearing the infant Jesus in his arms as 
he sets out on his mission to the poor. 

What is perhaps the most beautiful of all stamps 
issued bearing the picture of Jesus is the Propaganda 
of the Faith issue of Italy in 1923. This gigantic 
sized stamp was issued in honor of the 300th anni- 
versary of the Society for the Propagation of the Faith. 
Founded by Gregory XV this society has supreme 
control of all Roman Catholic missions and has in its 
service over 52,000 European missionaries, besides na- 
tive workers. ‘There are four values (No. 138-141) 
with the same central design with different colors and 
some changes in border design. The border is rich in 
religious symbols and portraits but the beautiful cen- 
tral design overshadows all else. It represents Jesus 
giving his apostles the Great Commission to preach 
the Gospel to the whole world. The picture of Jesus 
is a very fitting and beautiful conception. The artist's 
conception of the apostles is a striking example of 
character delineation. Some would regard this as 
the most beautiful religious stamp ever issued but others 
would give this honor to the Juridical Conference issue 
of the Vatican State. 

In South America is a noted statue of Christ. It 
is significant for its meaning as well as its artistic merit. 
It is the Christ of the Andes by Mateo Alonzo. The 
statue was cast of old Argentine cannon and was 
erected in 1903 at the very top of the pass on the 
boundary between Chile and Argentine to commemo- 
rate the treaty of peace between the two republics. The 
figure itself is twenty-six feet high. On the base may 
be read in Spanish this inscription, “Sooner shall these 
mountains crumble into dust than the people of Argen- 
tine and Chile break the peace which they have sworn 
to maintain at the feet of Christ, the Redeemer.” Very 
naturally this fine gesture of Christianity in inter

winged its way out thro the Golden 
pone flew all night and landed 
‘promptly on schedule at Honolulu 
next morning—19 hours from Frisco. 

In June a second flight was made. 
Three days later the ship flew on to 
Midway Island, 1400 miles further, 
and then made the 4,000 return trip 
to Frisco. In August a new flight 
'was made from Frisco to Hawaii, to 
Midway and then 1,250 miles fur- 
free to Wake Island. And so step by 
step the route was completed, 1,500 
miles more to Guam, then 1,690 more 
to Manila, and then the final 700 
imiles from there to China. 








And now, on November 22nd, car- 
lrying a large quantity of philatelic 
and other mail, the first official flight 
jwill be made—Frisco in the after- 
/noon, Honolulu next morning, on by 
| daylight to the Midway Islands, an 
}overnight rest in the hotel there, a 
short flight next morning to Wake 
| Island, another night's rest, a day- 
\light flight to Guam, a night there, 
| and the next day the ship reaches 








| Manila! This is as far as the present 
trip goes, but soon the ships will 
leave Manila early the following 


| morning and one can lunch comfort- 
ably in China. What an achievement!

illustrated in color, directly contra- 
vening the law. The next year a 
New York textbook house brought 
out a 5th grade “Home Geography” 
text, now widely used, in which an 
entire front of a registered letter, 
showing an entire 15-cent stamp, 
about two-thirds actual size, was il- 
lustrated. Now in 1935 a Chicago 
publisher has brought out another 
arithmetic in which portions of sheets 
of United States stamps are illus- 
trated in color, about one-fourth ac- 
tual size. 

When the schoolbook publishers, 
for strictly commercial ends, can get 
away without punishment in doing 
this, why are we stamp people held 
to the letter of the law? If the 
Government really means business on 
| enforcing the existing law, let us have 
‘the offending enciiidumeute raided 
| and their responsible executives jailed 
without bail pending trial. It won’t 
be done, because the schoolbook 
houses are big enough business to get 
immunity! But it certainly would 
reconcile many of us to the existing 
law if we saw it impartially enforced 
—even against the ten-million dollar 
corporation which is one of the of- 
fenders mentioned.

It would seem that with four firm- 
established weekly stamp papers 
now serving collectors that the field 
is one that will require a considerable 
bit of effort in which to establish and 
make a success of a new weekly paper. 

On the other hand, the claim is 
made from various sources that the 
number of stamp collectors in Amer- 
ica numbers several million and with 
such a field it would look possible to 
an inexperienced person that the field 
was plenty large, for if we have any 
such number of collectors, it is evi- 
dent that less than 1 per cent are 
subscribers to any stamp paper. 

The whole point about the matter | 
is that estimates placing the number | 
of collectors in the millions are all 
wet. At the same time it is true 
that there are an extremely large 
number of people who are collecting 
stamps “in a way’, but to make 
readers of stamp publications out of 
this big group seems to be a task that 
is difficult to accomplish. 


|Wuat Is Ir WortH 


Several years ago Arthur Hind 
outbid the King of England and paid 
over $32,000 for the only known copy 
of a British Guiana Stamp. Since 
the death of Mr. Hind, his widow 
has placed the stamp for sale with a 
London dealer and it was held at a 
reserve of approximately $37,500. No 
bidders made offers however and the 
stamp is still unsold. 

All of which upsets the big figures 
that have been tagged to this bit of 
paper for several years past and the 
stamp again becomes an unknown 
quantity. If offered at open sale with- 
out reserve it might sell far below 
what Mr. Hind paid for it and the 
mere fact that he paid $32,500 at the 
previous sale is by no means any in- 
dication of its value. 

Items of which there are but one 
known copy are worth only what the 
buyer will pay whether that be fifty 
dollars or $50,000.
